Britain’s Premier Makes His 
First Political Speech 
Since House Recess 


DERBY, Eng., Sept. 28—In his 
first political speech since the 
parliamentary recess, Premier 
MacDonald, referring yesterday 
to the meeting of Parl on 
Tuesday to deal with the Irist 
bill, appealed to home bm 
Unionists, Conservatives, 
als and Laborites to come to- 
gether, so that the bargain sol- 
emnly entered into with South 
Ireland might be carried out. 

Some one asked him, ‘‘What 


the Prime Minister retorted : 

“Ulster has got to be dealt 
fairly, like the South.” 

A party fight was a heart- break- 
ing scene, the premier went on, and 
the Irish question was an illustra- 
tion of this. Parliament was not 
meeting because it wanted to, but 
because in an agreement accepted 
by all parties, which settled the civil! 
war in Ireland, an essential ciause 
was found not to be workable 

Alluding to the Geneva confer- 
ence, Mr. MacDonald said the Labor 
party must stand for and secure 
peace, if it was to justify its inter- 
national work and outlaw war. The 
government had world peace in 
mind and did not pay lip service 
alone to it. Arbitration was a defi- 
nite step forward, and the Labor 
government would yet establish con- 
ditions under which men would not

Russ Treaty 

Detending the Anglo-Russian 
treaty, the premier pointed out that 
this was the second stage.of the 
Labor government's efforts to make 
peace with Russia, for which he was 
called a Bolshevik. He knew there 
were difficulties about the treaty 
and that explanations would have to 
be given. The treaty granted Great 
Britain the most’ favored 
clause, and Great Britain had se- 
cured many valuable concessions. 

It was significant that two nations 
which have been blackguarding, hat- 
ing and conspiring against each 
other had at last negotiated a com- 
mercial treaty which would re-open 
the Russian market to British mer- 
chandise. He believed the document 
would also settle the question of 
claims and put an end to all propa- 
ganda
